The introduction of the resolution om- 
powering the Government to make trange- 
monta with the Canadian Pacific Railway 
Company for the extinguishmentof the loan 
of $29,880,912 made to the company under 
authority of Parliament in the season of 
1884, is a fitting occasion for a briefreviow 
of the relations of the Governmen wish 
this great national undertaking, The pro- 
sont Canadian Pacific Railway Prictically 
came into existence on October 21g, 1880, 
when Sir Charles Tupper, on the part of 
the Dominion Government, signed aa agroe- 
ment with Messrs. Geo. Stephen and 
Duncan MoIntyre, of Montreal; J.G. Hill 
and R. B, Angus, of St. Paul, ani throe 
others representing London, Paris snd Now 
York financiers to construct 650 miles of 
railway from{Callendar, the westerr termin- 
us of the Canada Central Railway, to a juno- 
tion with the Lake Superiorsectjupthen be- 
ing builtby the Government, anJ®,350 miles 
from the west end of this section to Kam- 
loops, to which point the Government was 
constructing the railway fron the Straits 
of Georgia. Tho agreement provided that 
the company shoul bogs work on May 1, 
1881, aud should complee their undertak- 
ing in ten years; that itshould receive in 
ad of the enterprise fromthe Government 
twenty-five millions in ash, twenty-five 
million acres of land, snl the section of 
railway from the Pacitic o Kamloops, 218 
miles, and that from LakeSuperior to Win- 
nipeg, 435 miles, Droppng out of consid- 
eration the loans of a temporary character, 
which will all be repaid 0} otherwise extin- 
guished by July 1 next, md assuming that 
the remainder of the twmty-five millions 
original cash subsidy hasill been paid by 
the Government, thougt as a matter of 
fact, some six or seven hindred thousand 
dollars still remain to bepaid to the Com- 
pany, the Government of Canada have 
paid out in aid of the Vamdian Pacific the 
sum of $64,689,000, apportioned as follows: 
Original cash bonus, $25,000,000; cash 
under arrangement of preent session, $10,- 
189,000 ; Government-bult sections, $29,- 
500,000, In addition the Government 
havo, or will have given tle road a land sub- 
sidy of 14,741,621 acres of land in the 
North-West. On the otler hand,the Pro- 
vince of British Columbis has deeded to 
the Dominion Government a belt of land 
running through the whoe of that province 
twenty miles wide on eaci side of the rail- 
way, and has also set apart three million 
acres of land in that pai of the Peace 
River district included in the bounds of 
British Columbia, to nake up any defio- 
jency of good land there may be in the for- 
tile belt. The valueof this grant to 
the Dominion cannot reidily be estimated. 
It contains good agricdtural lands, rich 
mining areas, and fine gmzing regions, all 
in an undeveloped state. 

The total mi of the Canadian Pacific 
railway system called into being in 1881, 
amounts to 4,062 miles, dot including 159 
miles from Montreal to Quebec, which, 
however are under the control of the com- 
pany. Of this tota! there are 2,895 miles 
of main line from Montreal to Port Moody 
and 1,167 miles of branch lines, of which 
latter the Algoma branch is constructed 
for 96 miles and ‘will ultimately connect 
with the Michigan railway system south 
of Lake Superior and ‘therri "with the 
railways of the Western Stal, bringing 
freight from those regions for eastern ports. 
The Pembina branch is 65 miles long and 
has aided greatly in the development of 
Manitoba. In addition there are in Mani- 
toba as branch lines of the Canadian Pacific 
224 miles of railway. Besides these 
branches there are such lines as the Mani- 
toba North-Western, the Regina and Long 
Lake and the Lethbridge Mines railways, 
with a total of 266 miles. These would not 
have been possible without the Canadian 
Pacific. In che Province of Ontario the Gra- 
venhurst and Callendar line, of which 121 
tiles are working, was also called into ‘be- 
ing by the construction of the Canadian 
Pacific. Besides the development render- 
ed oy in Manitoba, the North-West 
and British Columbia, the construction of 
the Canadian Pacific has given the Pro- 
vince of Ontarioa line of railway through

The Apple Trade. 

The apple trade continues demoralized, 
there being large supplies availablealthough 
the season is well on the close. The same 
state of affairsexists in the United States, 
the cause being the exceptionally heavy 
crops of last season in all the principal 
sections save thet of New Hampshire. 
Owing tothe large increase of orchards, 
and the care which has been taken to have 
them bear in ‘off years,” there are really 
no such seasons at present. The English 
crop was only of fair proportions, but the 
large shipments from this continent caus- 
ed alow range in prices, on an average 
about 2@3 shillings less than last season. 
Thus, Baldwins had an average range of 10 
@ 12 shillings this season against 13@16 
shillings last season. The total shipments 
from the beginning of the season to April 
5 from Canada and the United States were 
867,710 bbls. against 771,946 bbls. the 
previous year. The shipments from Bos- 
ton have been, this season, 220,906 bbls, 
against 307,307 bbls. last year. The ship- 
ments from New York have been 449,556 
bbls. against 249,927 bbls. last season. 
Canada has shipped 250,000 bbls. in about 
the same Period of time.

mystery about it. But many people are so 
accustomed to accept hearsay evidence that 
it does not ocour to them to verify what is 
told them. This is why bogus noblemen so 
often succeed in deceiving those who have 
only to open a Peerage or a Baronetage to 
detect the imposture. Of course in the heir- 
ship business the chief leverage of tho ad- 
venturers is human greed, which blinds or- 
dinarily shrewd people frequently. Yet it 
certainly does seom that this cular line 
of fraud ought by this time to be played out.

Nothing like it had 
ever been seen here before and the friends 
of the Silsby thinking that their steamer 
for quick steaming and fancy distance 
streams would rie not excel ity pro- 
posed to bring out theSilsby steamer G. 

Wareop, which is the same. class as the 
new Button, and claimed by the makers to 
be the best steamer they had ever built, 
and putit alongside of the Button and 
make a comparative test.

The fourth and last test was made through 
a 1} inch nozzle with 100 feet of hose, with 
100 pounds of steam and 180 pounds water 
pressure.

Owen Sounp, April 23.—Tho prelimin- 
sri) of the prisoners James King and 
J Wilson, was opened at 4 o'clock to- 
day before George Price, J.P. Both pris- 
cners presented a worn appearance when 
they entered the court room, King having 
a heavy, demented look. He was accom 
panied by the constables. Wilson did not 
appear to comprehend the position in which 
he was placed, and’ generally assumed an 
indifferent demeanor. Mr. Alfred Frost, 
County Crown Attorney, Detective Rogers 
and Provincial Constable Pearce, were pre- 
sent on behalf of the Crown, The prison- 
ers were undefended, The first witness 
examined was Ellen McCloa 
also in charge of a constable.

“In looking at the returns for 1877 I 
see a statement showing the number of in- 
digent immigrants assisted, the number of 
meals and lodgings supplied at the Hamil- 
ton agency, and I find that in that year 
939 indigent assisted immigrants were 
brought there ;S0 that their being willing 
to receive pauper immigrants from Ireland, 
and to provide for them, was no new ex- 
purience to these hon. gentlemen. Look- 
lngatthe returns I find that a large 
number of mechanics were brought in that 
year. The hon. gentleman who spoke last 
read from the report of the London agent, 
Mr, Anpand, that he was instructed to 
send out farm laborers, servant girls and 
tenant farmers ; but it seems they sent out 
& large number of mechanics who were 
assisted in that year. To the Ottawa 
agency there were brought 72 mechanics ; 
to the city of Montreal, 104; to the city 
fo Halifax, 89 ; to the city of St. John, 80; 
to Dufferin, 23 ; to London, 45 ; to Kings- 
ton, 80 ; making a total of 592 at these 
ports. Ihave not yet gone through the 
other agencies, but [ find to those mention- 
ed that nearly 600 nieéchanics were brought 
and assisted out by the Government of hon, 
gentlemen opposite,”’ 

It will be seen that it was the Ontario 
administration of Hon. Mr. Blake, which 
originated \the system of assisting British 
mechanics to immigrate to this country. It 
was the Ottawa Grit administration which 
persisted in it, evon after the evils of the 
system had been made clear, and that it 
was the present administration of Sir John 
Macdonald which put a stop to it, by limit- 
ing the classes to be assisted to farm labor- 
ers and female servants only, as recom- 
mended by the Mowat Government. The 
result of this change of policy is seen in the 
leasened number of mechanics coming to 
Canada. In the five years ending with 1878, 
mechanics constituted 23 per cont. of all 
the adult male immigrants landing at Que- 
boc. Since 1878, only 7 per cent of those 
immigrants have been mechanics, The 
proportion under Reform rule was more 
than three times as great as it has been 
under the Conservative rule.

_ That wo have visited the Gaol and prem- 
ises, and found everything well kept and 
orderly ; the prisoners’ food good and sufli- 
cient. There ure 22 prisoners now confined 
in the gaol; 17 of these are males, and 5 
females. We also found five old men oyer 
70 years old, each committed there not as 
criminals, but merely for a home. We 
would recommend that a separateapartment 
be prepared for such people as these, to sep- 
arate them from the common criminals, 

We desire to say that Messrs. Appleby 
and Marsh are deserving of much credit for 
the neat and clean appearance of the gaol 
and food, and for their kindness to prison- 
ors and attention to their duties, 

We also, by invitation of R. Mathison, 
Esq. ,Superintendent of the Deaf and Dumb 
Institute, visited the Institution and found 
245 pupils in attendance, the rooms and 
everything well kept, clean and neat; the 
Principal and his assistants vory kind and 
courteous to us, and imparting every infor- 
mation necessary to explain the working of 
the many classes, and their usefulness,

The arson case against Thomas E. and 
Martha Poll, which attracted 80,much at- 
tention in tho Police Court last winter 
during the preliminary examination came 
up for trial before Chief Justice Cameron 
on Friday, 

It will be remombered shat on the morn- 
ing of the 13th of November, about 1:30 
o'clock, @ large frame dwelling belonging to 
the Stinson estate, situated near Canifton, 
was burned, Mrs. Thos. Pell and hor 
adopted daughter, Gussie Pell, were the 
only inmates, Mrs, Pell circulated a atory 
that the storm doors of the house 
had been barricaded as if for tho 
purpose of destroying the inmates. 

Letters of warning were shown which 
threatened to burn them out. One letter 
came toMr, Pellthrough the mail, and 
anothor was put between the storm door and 
front doorof the burned house. From tho 
many versions given of the fire by Mrs. 
Pell, the suspicions of Mr. Thos. Donnelly, 
of the British-American Assurance Com- 
pany, were aroused and through his efforts, 
aided by tho Ohief of Police, the most 
valuable parts of tho contents of the houso 
was discovered. Some wore stored in a barn 
at Corbyville ; another lot in Empey’s barn 
at Trenton, anda good quantity in a house 
occupied by the Pells in Belleville, Gussie 
Pell, the adopted daughter, was the 
most damaging witness inst tho 
prisoners, She swore to having written 
the threatening letters as dictated to her by 
Mrs. Pell. One she mailed and the other 
she placed between the doors. Shortly be- 
fore the fire the greater part of the furni- 
ture was taken from the house, Some was 
taken away by Mr. Pellin the shade of 
the evening and another lot was moved 
across the road to a ccttage occupied by a 
laborer named Bolyea, The girl swore 
that on the night before the fire she smell- 
ed a strong odor of cal oil and told her 
foster mother of it. On the night of the 
fire the house was almost entirely cleared 
of furniture. The pmsecution endeavored 
to show that the goods had been moved out 
and the dwelling buraed to secure $1,000 
insurance on the furniture. 

Mr. Hugh McMahon conducted the case 
for the Crown. In the absence of counsel 
Mrs. Pell examined the witnesses, She cate- 
chised her adopted daaghterseyerely andup- 
braided her in. the sorerest termajfor giving 
testimony against her, Mrs. Pell said in 
substance that she had been too kind to 
the girl, whohad been influenced to give 
evidence against herby, her (Mrs. Pell’s) 
enemies. She begana tirade against the 
cue of Police but was interrupted by the

Rortanp, Vt., May 7.—The lines are 
tightening around Mrs. Herbert E. Nason, 
under arrest for the alleged poisoning of 
her son-in-law, Don C, Parker. He dieda 
month ago under mysterious circumstances, 
after exhibiting symptoms of poisoning. 
Examination of his remains brought about 
b: suspicions ot foul play resulted in Mra, 

‘ason’s arrest, Parker and his wife had 
supplied a plausible motive for the alleged 
crime by threatening to leave the mother-in- 
law and remove to Boston. It soon came to 
the ears of Mr, Kendall, the State Attorney, 
that other relatives and closefriends of Mrs, 
Nason had died in a sudden and mysterious 
way. He obtained leaveto exhume the bodies 
of the dead. Three bodies were exhumed; 
that of Herbert Nason, the woman's husband, 
that of a young son of Mrs. Nason’s sister, 
and that of Mrs. O.S. Britton, The body of 
Nason was found in that peculiarly fine state 
of preservation ee race by arsenic 
in thesystem. Mrs. Britton was one of the 
suspected woman's closest friends. They 
were forever together, and there seoms 


no reasoNable motive for foul play in 
her case nor in that of the infant 
nephew unless the evidence may 
develop a pores mania for poisoning 
on the part of the suspected woman, At 
the preliminary Hearing on Wednesday 
Prof, Withans, of Buffalo, testified to the 
resence of arsenic in the stomach of Par- 
‘er.

He said he had original- 
ly intended to vote for the motion, but 
having devoted himself to a careful study 
of the matter, he couldcome to no other 
consideration than that Louis Riel deserved 
the sentence which was executed upon 
him. He referred to the part ‘he had him- 
self taken in the agitation which immedi- 
ately followed the death of Riel, but could 
not avoid seeing now that he had been mis- 
waken, Riel’s fate illustrated the danger 
of a lust for money or for power, and he 
believed that some of this lust underlay 
the present agitation. The vote on Tur- 
cotte’s amendment was then taken as fol 
lows :

The 
order, ‘Fall in,” wenjaround among the 
Teutenants with lightsing rapidity, The 
men jumped into thdr places with ac- 
curacy and precision. There were five 
companies in all cemmanded by the 
follows lieutenants: Bowler, Stan- 
ton, Hubbard, Ponser and Beard. Cap- 
tains Bonfield and Waid took a position 
at the head of the line, which was marched 
to the point almost 100 feet north of Ran- 
dolph street. When the front column 
reached the speakers’ waggon Capt. Bon- 
field ordered ** Halt |” and cried ; ‘‘ In the 
name of the State of Illinois, I command 
this crowd to disperse.” As the words left 
his mouth a bomb was fired from the open- 
ing of an alley and fell between the two 
first two Qouble columns of police. The in- 
stant it struck the ground itexploded with 
a terrible sullen roar, The men, fearfully 
wounded and dying, fell on all sides, Twon- 
ty-nine mangled officers were groaning on 
the ground. A Gatling gun could not 
have cut a wider swaths. A scene of horror 
followed, details of whch may be never 
known. The officers were demoralized for 
an instant, broke ranks, but almost instant- 
ly recovered their presmce of mind. Be- 
fore, however, they had time to realize the 
destruction which had been wrought in 
their ranks, crowds of Anarchists gathered 
in front and on either tide of them and 
opened fire with revolvers at almost point 
blank range. The first volley of the mob 
was quite as fearful in its effect as was the 
explosion of the bomb, but the officers did 
not lose their presence of mind. Orders 
flew thick and fast from the captains and 
lieutenants and within the briefest possible 
space of time they were charging the 
murderous assassins oneyery hand, deal- 
ing death and destrucion on them with 
their reyolvers and clubs. The Anarchists 
did not sustain the chirge an instant, but 
fled as soon as'thoy could distinguish the 
blue coats and brass bettons of the officers 
through the smoke of their revolvers. The 
cracking of their weapons was incessent for 
five minutes. Only once was anything like 
a volley fired by either side, This was 
fired by the Anarchists. When the officers 
emptied their pistols they used them as 
clubs. It is quite probable numerous skulls 
were fractured. 

The mob plunged away into the darkness 
with a yell of rage andfear. It was an in- 
describable scramble for life. Scores of men 
were knocked down by those behind them 
and era like cattle in a car uba- 
ble to rise. ‘ter the Anarchists had been 
dispersed the police set to work to look af- 
ter their wounded and dying companions. 
Two of them were found where the bomb 
exploded, both go desperately wounded as to 
be past hope of recovery. About 30 others 
were found lyingonthepavementinthevicin- 
ity suffering from pistolshot wounds in their 
limbs or their bodies, and unable to stir, 
Numbers of the mob lay around wounded 
and dying. The drugstores and saloons 
about the scene of the battle were soon fill- 
ed with wounded men, but it was impos- 
sible to get any idea of the number. Among 
the first to arrive at the station were five 
Catholic priests, who immediately busied 
themselves among the wounded. Their 
presence and kindly ministrations scomed 
to cheer up the men, éspecially those whose 
injuries were so desperate that there was no 
hope for their recovery. Officer Timothy Fla- 
vin Jay on a table in the centre of the room 
unconscious. Abouthis heart was a great 
blotch d which told the story of his 
fate. Officers George Miller and Tom Red- 
den, both fearfully wounded, lay on either 
side of Flavin, Miller's face was fearfully 
cut and bruised and his limbs paralyzed by 
numerous wounds. _\His body was pierced 
by six bullets. Ho smiled cheerfully, 
though, when hia follow officers camo to 
him. Redden, though as soriously wound- 
od as Miller, was more fully alive to his 
condition,

The inquest over the remains of Police 
Officer Diegan, who was murdered by the 
anarchist mob on ‘Cuchday night, was con- 
cluded at 8.40 p. m, last evening. Chris 
Spies and Michael Schwab, two of the pris- 
oners, made statements in their own behalf, 
which damaged rather than helped them, 
Schwab admitted that he did not believe in 
a personal God. He was asked agreat many 
questions, and as they were plied to him 
he grew pale and excited, and the perspira- 
tion stood on his forehead. August Spies 
did not make a statement. The jury was 
out half an hour before agreeing upon a ver- 
dict. Then it recommended that all’ the 
prisoners be held for murder, Tho prison- 
ers were held without bail. Tho jury also 
recommended that Parsons be apprehended 
and held, f 

Some sensational evidence was given at 
the inguest, ‘I made a search of the Ar- 
beiter Zeitung office,” said officer Martin 
Marks.

Tho first thing that Government 
did was to pass a law making it unneces- | 
sary to well fimite by auction. During ita | 
term of officé the Mackenzie Government 
granted 605 square miles of timber land 
and not one rood was sold by auction. 
(Hear, hear.) On the other band one- 
third of all the timber territory granted by 
the present Government was sold at public 
auction. (Hear, hear.) All the public 
money the late Government collected from 
timber was $6,160. The money the pres- 
ent Government had collected in five years 
was $538,423, It was true that there had 
been a large number of applications for 
timber limits. It could not be proved 
though that where a Liberal and a Conser- 
vative had applied for a limit that the Con. 
servative had been given the preference, 
It, therefore, could not be established that 
Conservatives had been unduly, and cor- 
ruptly favoured. There had been alto- 
gether 2,029 applications for limits. Of 
these only 868 were followed by orders-in- 
Council, and of those applicants, in whose 
favor orders issued, only 107 were allowed 
tocut. Of all the applicants for licenses, 
there were seventeen members of Parlia- 
ment. Each of these, it was to be pre- 
sumed, paid his $250 deposit. But of all, 
only three members received leases. One 
was Mr. Dickinson, who was a lumberman 
and was therefore in the same position as 
the members of the Ontario Legislature, 
who had timber limits from the Ontario 
Government. A second was Mr. Rykert, 
who had held a limit, not for himself but 
asa trustee, for Mr. Joho Adama. The 
third was Mr, Hugh Sutherland, who cer- 
tainly was not a friend of the Government. 
He was a Liberal, a member of the party 
opposite. (Hear, hear.) He exercised the 
same right that others did to apply for and 
secure limits, and he secured it under the 
regulations which were open to everybody. 
It had been said that 6,837 permits to cut 
timber had been issued. Of these, 4,581 
were permits to settlers to cut their cord- 
wood free, 25 were for railway construc- 
tion, 33 were for cordwood to be cut cast

A substance called ‘Starch Lustro”’ is 
used for washing purposes, which, when 
added to starch, causes the linen to which 
it is applied to assume. not only a high 
polish, but a dazzling whiteness. A portion 
of tho size of an old-fashioned cent added to 
half a pound of starch, and boiled with it 
for two or three minutes, will produce the 
best results, This substance is nothing 
more than stearino, colored by a slight ad- 
dition of ultramarine blue, the essential — 
ingredient being tho stearine ; and, with or 
without the coloring mattor,it will be found 
to add very much to the beauty of linen 
articles to which it is applied.  Stearine is 
to bo had at any good drag store. 

For tho preservation of tho lustre of 
articles of silver or plated ware, when nob 
needed for actual uso for a considerable 
time,a coating of collodion may be employ> 
ed to great advantage, The articles aro to 
be heated, and the collodion then carefully 
epplied by moans of a brush, soas to cover 
tho surface thoroughly and uniformly, It 
is used most conveniently when dilul 
with alchol, as for photographic purpose® 4 
Articlos thus prepared exhibit no tae 
whatover of their covering, and have &! 
for more than a year in shop windows And 
in dwellings, retaining their white lustre 
and color, while other piccos not thus pre 
pared become seriously tarnished. 

A inatorial for fastening knives or fork® 
into their handles when they have become 
loosened by uso is a much-nooded article. 
Tho beat coment for this purposo consists 
of one pound of colophony (purchasable at 
tho druggists’) and oight ounces of sulphury 
which are to bo melted together, and oitht® 
kopt in bars or reduced to powder, One 
part of tho powder is to be mixed with halt 
4 part of iron flings, fine sand or brick 
dust. and tho cavity of the handle is the 
to be filled with this mixture. The stellt 
of the knife or fork is then to be hea 
and inserted into tho cavity, and whon ool 


it will be found fixed in its place with gre®!

Discourse by Rev. £. DeWitt Talmage, 


CONGREGATIONAL SINGING, 


“tT came even to pass, as the trumpeters and 
singers wore as ong to make one sound to be 
heard ig praising and thanking the Lord."==11. 
Chron. v. 18, 
The temple was done, It was the very chorus 
of all maguiticonce and pomp. Splendor erowd- 
ed against splendor, 1t was the diamond neck- 
lace of the'earth, Krom the huge pillars crown- 
ed with leaves and flowers and ,fown of pome 
Rranate wr ught ont in burnished metal, down 
even to the tongs and snuffers made out of pure 
gold everything was complote asthe God-direct- 
ed architect could make it, It seemed ax if a 
vision fiom heaven had alighted on the moun 
tains. ‘The day for dedicationcame. Tradition 
says that there were in and around about the 
Temple on that day two hundred thousand silver 
trumpets forty thousand harps, forty thousand 
timbrels, and two huoderd thousand singers ; 60 
that all modern demonstrations at Dusseldorf or 
Boston seem nothing compared with that, As 
this yreat sound surged up amid the precious 
stones of the temple, it must bave eeened like 
the River of Life dashing against the »methyat 
of the wall of heaven, ‘The nound arose and 
God, rs if to show that He was well pleased 
with'the mosio which His children make in all

There has been much discussion aa to where 
music was born. I think that at the beginning, 
when the morning stars sang together and all the 
suns of God shouted for joy, that the earth heard 
the echo, The clouds ou which the angels stood 
to celebrate the creation was the Dpirthplace of 
song.

the quail whistling up from tho gras», avo music. 
White visiting Blackwell's Ia/and, I beard com- 
ing from a window offthe lunatic asylum,a very 
sweet song. It was sung by ono who bad” lost 
her reasou, and [ hava come to believing that 
ven ths deranged and disordered elémenta of 
nature would make music to our ear, if we only 
had acutencas enough to listen. I'suppose that 
e¥eh the sounds im nature that are discordant 
and repulsive make harmony in God’s ear.

Lhe Day of Judgment, which will be a day of 
uproar and tumult, I suppose, will bring no dis- 
sonance t:theeara of those’ who can calmly 
listen ; although it will bero when some great 
performer is executing a boisterous piece of 
music, he sometimes breaks down the instroment 
on which he plays; #0 it may be on that last day 
that the rand march of God, played by the 
fingers of thunder and ear hquake and coniflsgra- 
tion; tay break down the world upon which the 
minaic Ja executed.

mother in Israel, while the vast majority are 
silent, that minister of Christ who is presiding 
negds to have a very strong constituti 
does not get the chills, He needa not on! 
grace Of God but nerves like whalebone, 
amazing how some people with voice enough to 
discharge this duty. 1 really believe that if the 
church of Christ could riee up and sing as it 
ought to sing, where we have & hundred souls 
brought into the kingdom of Christ there would 
bea thousand, How was it in olden time? 
Oajetan said: ‘Luther conqutred us by bis 
songs,” 
But I must now speak of some of the obstacles 
in the way of the advancement of thia sacred 
music, and tho first is that it has been impressed 
into the serviceof superstition. Iam far from 
believing that ma ought always to be posi- 
t voly religious, Refined art has opened places 
where music hag been secu/arized, and lawfully 
so. The drawing rom, the musical club, the 
orchestra, the concert, by the gratification of 
pure taste and the pro iuction of harmless amuse 
ment and the imesovement of talent, have be- 
come very fofces in the advanc-ment of ont ciy- 
ibzation, Music has ax much right to langh in 
Surrey Gardens as it has to pray in St. Panl's. 
In the kiogdom of nature we bave the glad fifiny 
ef the wind as Well asthe long-motre psalm o! 
the thunder. Bu’, while all this is so, every ob 
server has noticed that this art, which God in- 
tended for the improvement of the ear and tho 
voce and the head and the heart, has often been 
jmpreased into the service of error. 'Tartini, the 
musical composer, treame } one night that Satan 
snatched from his hand an instrament and play- 
ed upon it something very sweet—a dream that 
has aften Beda fu filled in our day, the voice and 
the instrc menta that ought tohave been devoted 
to Christ, captured from the church and applied 
to the purposes of sin, 
‘nother obstacle has been an inordinate fear 
of criticism. The vast majority of people ring- 
ing in church never want anybody elke to hear 
them sing, Everybudy ia waiting for somebody 
elas todo hia duty. If we all sang, then the in- 
weouractes that are evident when only a few sing 
would be drowned ont, God aska you to do as 
well au you cap, ind then if you get the wrong 
Rist or keep wrong time he will forgive any de- 
iclegcy of the ear and imperfection of the yoioe, 
Angela will’ pot laugh if you should Jose your 
place in the musical scale or come in at the close 
a bar behind. There are three schools of singing, 
T am told—the German school, the Italian school 
and the French school of vinglog. Now I would 
like to add a fourth school, and that is the school 
of Christ, The voice of « contrit», broken heart, 
although it may not be able to stand human cri- 
ticusm, makes better music to God's ear than the 
most artistic performance when the heart is 
wanting. I know that it is easier to reach on 
this than it is to praction; butI sing for two 
reasons—first because I like it, and next because 
I want to encourage those who dofnot know how, 
T have but vey httle tacilityin that direction 
and no culture at all, yet [am resolved to sing 
though every note should go off like a Chinese 
‘opg. Goa has commanded it, and I dare not 
bo silent, He calls on the beasts, on the cattle, 
on the dragons, to praise him, and we ought not 
to be behind the cattle and the dragons. 
Another obstac!¢ that has been in the way of 
the advancement of this holy srt has been 80 
much angry discussion on the subject of music, 
‘There are these who would have this exercise 
conducted by tnusical instruments.

Diphtheria is supposed’ to come from 
blood poisoning, and that ‘the poison is 
generally introduced through impure drink- 
ing water, or in the air from sewers, cess- 
pools, refuse heaps, or other’ similar’ foul 
places. ‘While it is generally beli¢ved’ by 
the profession that diphtheria orginates in 
atmospheric poisons emanating from foul 
places, it is well known chat many,’ even 
malignant cases, can be traced to no such 
source. 

During our three par) camp life in Cal- 
ifornia, we visited almost every part of the 
State, and I became deeply interested in 
the health of the people. In this regard, 
as in almost every other feature, Califor- 
nia seems strangely ¢xceptidnal, While 
climbing through a wild, mountain district 
in the northern part of the State, we suf- 
fered from thirst. We looked here and 
there for water until both our horses and 
ourselves were in distress. Discovering at 
length a mall house on the ‘side of the 
mountain, I left my sadtfe and climbed to. 
the shanty, convinced that there I should 
‘find water. I was no disappointed. Slak- 
ing my own thirst at the delicious moun- 
tain spring a hundred feet abovo the house, 
I hurried back to conduct my companions, 
both people and horses, to the delicious 
fountain. When we had drank something 
Jess than a gallon apiece, we began to Jook 
about vs and converse with the ocoupants 
of the dwelling. Our ladies soon obsefved 
that the woman was in deep grief, and 
learned thata dear little daughter of six 
years had just died. . 

I said, ‘I cannot imagine, unless the 
child was killed by an accident, what could 
have taken its life in this atmosphere.’ 
What was our astonishment to learn that 
the child had died of malignant diphtheria. 
I asked the mother where her child could 
have found a poisonous air in that region. 

* Oh,’ said the mother, ‘diphtheria does 
not always originate in impure air. My 
husband, who is a physician, and was an 
invalid in Philadelphia, has taken every 
precaution to prevent impurities in the air 
about our home, though as every spoonful 
of water, pure or impure, quickly runs 
down the mountaih side, we have thought 
that no special precautions were needed. 
And besides ours, six children have died in 
the mountains about us, from the terrible 
malady. 1n every caso the people are ex- 
coptionully intelligent and cleanly, and like 
ourselyes came here seeking the restoration 
of Jost health.” 

In another dry mountain district, just 
back of Santa Cruz, I learned from a brok- 
en-hearted mother tho story of the loss of

from the dreaded disoase. 

It was impossible to escape the conclusion 
that the disease in these cases did not 
originate in any of the atmospheric poisons 
to which the malady is usually attributed. 

This conclusion will “seem inevitable, 
when I state that the atmosphere in Cali- 
fornia possesses marvellous powers of ab- 
sorption. On more than one occasion our 
big dog Jack killed a skunk. Ho would 
aftor this feat come bounding back to mo 
to report progress. I never turned my 
back on that devoted friend, but after each 
of these odorous escapades Lasked Joo to 
tio him to the tail of the freight waggon, 
while, at a safe distance, I watched) my

Sam Jones! Preaching, 


A Description of the Revivalist as Ite De- 
livers His Messuge.

Sam Jones makes a queer impression 
upon one who looks at him over a long 
stretch of masgos of heads and tries to osti- 
tate his qualities as a speaker, But the 
first idea is, what a magnificent audience.

Dacoity is a well-known term in the east 
for robbery by gangs of men, Under The- 
baw’s disastrous rule ity becanie very 

revalent throughout upper Burmah. 

ore than once these outlaws have extend- 
ed their depredations to the gates of the 
capital. The confusion that followed the 
overthrow of Thebaw's Government greatly 
stimulated their activity, Their gangs were 
reinforced by the disbandment of tne 
king's army, many of tho soldiers leaving 
Mandalay with arms in their hands to 
join the dacoits. They have ravaged a large 
territory, chiefly around Mandalay and 
along the Irrawady and Chindwin rivers, 
killing those who offered resistance, plun- 
dering the houses and monasteries, and re- 
ducing the country to auarchy, They have 
killed a score ot the white agents of Indian 
trading companies, It is against them that 
tnilitary operations are now chiefly direct- 
ed. It is to subdue them that Gen. White 
has asked for reinforcoments, and intends 
as soon as possibly to pce mecusn ten 
points, from which scenes of brigandago in 
any part ofthe country ey quickly be 
reached. Violent eruptions of dacoita fol- 
lowed Great Britain's wars in Burmah in 
1825 and 1862, and it will not be surpris- 
ing if months or even two or three years 
elapse before these robber bands are sup- 
pressed. 


A fow blunders made by the Anglo- 
Indian force to which Mandalay surren- 
dered have cost Upper Burmah’s new 
rulers dear, It wasa mistake to allow 
Thebaw's soldiers to go whither they 
places: many of them into the dacoit 
bands with all theiraccoutrements, It was 
a mistake to suffer the Alompra princes, the 
sons of Thebaw’s predecessor, to live un- 
disturbed in Mandalay until they got ready 
to rnise the standard of revolt, and to take 
the field in two districts as protenders to the 
throne. It wasa blunder to retain at the |

But there are others who held that 
humor, even if it sometimes runs away 
from the apron strings of taste, isa healthy 
child and will grow up rugged and manly. 
Mr. Jones, it would hardly be original to 
say, isa humorist. It may be questioned 
whether the tragedy of life has impressed 
him deeply, but it is certain that the com- 
edy has touched him acutely. But stop. 
He atrikesa pathetic chord. He speaks 
of material love, The tone is truth, but 
not powerful. An orator would have sway- 
ed that vast audionce, and for a single in- 
stant perhaps have fused all soulsin a 
single flame of feoling. Mr. Jones is not 
the master cf his hearers. There is some- 
thing wanting in him to give him absolute 
control, The expression of indifference 
returns to some faces, the emile of amuse- 
ment to others, and the loose, flowing sen- 
tences .slope lazily through the air. Now 
and then, when a point -is to be made, the 
speaker stoops low, and lifting himself 
high while sweeping his arms, gives force- 
fui utterance tosome epigraminatic thought. 
This what breaks the monotony. Once an 
imaginative flight is attempted—the de- 
scription of a caravan inthe desert sending 
the cry of *‘ water found” from one voico 
to another towards the rear. The figure is 
a fine one, tho similo as it is appliod is apt; 
but before the effect of what is really elo- 
quent is obtained the speaker branches off 
on a trivial story. 

It may be said that what is best in Sam 
Jones is his easy, familiar way. The very 
fact that he takes no pains with words or 
with calculating effects proves that he is 
not really great speaker. There is some- 
thing more than instinct in the triumphs of 
great word builders and great word utter- 


ers, Thero is work—bhard, patient and 
sometimes painful. Mr. Jones’ fluency is 
at once his gift and his fatal defect. He 


may convince many of the people who hear 
him, but he does not thrill them with 
enthusiasm.

‘Presented to Mr. D. 8, Canniff by the 
officers, teachers and e:mployees of the In- 
stitution for the Deaf and Dumb, Belleville, 
May 7th, 1886,” 

Mr. Canniff was takenby surprise,and it 
was with some difficulty that he found words 
to express his thanks forthe gift and his 
appreciation of the sentiments contained in 
the address, He knew that ho had good 
and true friends at the Institute, from whom 
he regretted to but he did not expect 
such a testimonial of their friendship. The 
watch he would wear with lasting pride and 
every tick would remind him of those who 
gave it. For what they had said in the 
address, to which he had listened’ to with 
mingled feelings’ of joy and sorrow, he 
could not thank them in adequate terms, 
He rejoiced in the possession of friendship 
so desirable, and he regretted that circum- 
stances were such as to induce him to sever 
ties so agreeable. 

Short addresses were made by several 
others, all endorsing what had been said, 
and wishing Mr, Canniff abundant success 
in the future. He leaves the Institution 
this evening for the west, and carries with 
him the good wishes of many friends who 
did not participate in the proceedings to 
which we have referred. His successor is 
Mr. Smith, of Toronto, who is now at th

Death of the Rev. John Douse. 


Many friends in this city will learn with 
sorrow of the death of the Rey. John Douse, 
who in 1861, ‘62 and '63, was pastor of the 
Pinnacle St. (now Bridge Street) Methodist 
Church. He died suddenly at the residence 
of his son in Toronto, on Saturday, at the 
ripe old age of eighty-five years. Ho had 
been as well as usual during the morning, 
andtookdinner. In the afternoon he com- 
plained of illness, in a short time becawe un- 
conscious, and died ina few hours. He was 
an Englishman ; was ordained in this coun- 
try in 1834, and during the over fifty years 
of his ministry occupied some of the lead- 
ing atftions, “For over twenty years ho 
was treasurer of the Superannuated Mivis- 
ters’ Fund. He was a man of sterling 
character and an_ indefatigable worker. 
He always regarded the three years spent 
here as amongst the best of his ministry ; 
ho had a strong attachment for Belleville, 
and at one time intended to locate here, 


and indeed carried out his intentions so far | 


as to build a dwelling house, which heafter- 
wards sold to Mr, J. H. Meacham.

The report of Mr, Davies on the result of 
the investigation’into. the affairs of the 
Princo Albert Colonization Company, and 
Mr. White and Mr. Bowell’s connection 
therewith, was presented on the 13th be- 
fore the Privileges and Election Committee. 
After reviewing the evidence, 

MR, DAVIES" REPORT 
concludes as follow 

‘That it appears application was mado 
to the Department of the Interior by John 
White, on the 2nd of March, 1882, for the 
lands selected by Mr. Simpson, Soon af- 
ter Mr, White informed Mr. Jamieson 
that he had secured these lands, or a pro- 
mise of them from the Government; that 
Mr. Simpson would take $500 for his inter- 
est, and he urged Mr, Jamieson to pur- 
chase it. Before doing so Mr. Jamieson 
came to Ottawa and 4 conversation 
with the Hon. Mackenzie Bowell about it, 
Mr. Bowell told him that Mr, White had 
also spoken to him, and from the personnel 
of the] company (Mr, White had shown 
him the names of those connected with it) 
he thought there might be agood deal in 
it, and he lent Mr. Jamieson $500 to buy 
Simpson's interest, which he did on the 
Srd of May 1882, 

“*That it appears in evidence that Mr. 
Jamieson discussed with Mr. Bowell, a year 
later, the proposed variation in the original 
Understanding as to the interest which he 
was to have in the company, and he was 
tcld by Mr. Bowell that it did not speak 
well for his business intelligence if he ac- 
cepted anything different from that which 
had been agreed upon with Simpson before 
he became connected with the company. 
This conversation took place between the 
10th and 19th of May, teas, at which last 
date Mr, Jamieson signed the agreement as 
modified, and upon the same day he sold 
his interest to P, R, Palmer and Wm, Jeffs 
for the sum of $1,900, $500 of which he 
paid to the Hon. Mackenzie Bowell in re- 
parmats of the money advanced to buy out 

impson ; that it does not appear that the 
Hon. Mackenzie Bowell was otherwise as- 
sociated with the said J, C, Jamieson in 
business. 

“That in furtherance ot their (Jamieson 
and White's) agreement to promote the in- 
terests of the company, the said John 
White and J. ©. Jamieson subsequently 
obtained for the company an order-in- 
council for a very favorable exchange of 
part of their lands for other lands situate 
on the shore of the South Saskatchewan in 
what is known as the parish of St. Louis de 
Langevin. 

“That in 1882 the said John’ White ap- 
plied to the government for another lot of 
choice lands near Edmonton, in the North 
west Territories, which he subsequently 
offered to procure for the paying stock- 
holders of the Prince Albert Colonization 
company upon the same system of the al- 
lowance to him of a profitor blind share 
for his services, 

“That in 1882 Mr, White procured from 
the Government an agreement for another 
lot of choice lands in the Northwest Terri- 
tories in the Shell River Colonization com- 
pany, but it appeors from the evidence that 
the said John White was a shareholder in 
this company on the same terms as the other 
shareholders, and liable to pay the calls 
made on his shares. That ho obtained a 
loan of $1,000 from the company, upon 
which he was to pay them interest at the 
rate of six per cent., of which loan he has 
repaid nearly one-half. That he has not 
paid any calls upon his shares in the said 
company, but it does not appear that he has 
with that company apy agreoment to re- 
ceive any profits or blind shares for his sor- 
vices in procuring the said lot of land. 

“That it further appears from the evi- 
donce that Mr. Jamieson was not a share- 
holder in the Shell River Colonization com 
pany.” 

MK. M'CANTHY'S REPORT 
exonerates Messrs. Bowell and White from 
all blame in the affair, It concludes as 
follows “That the charge that 
White fulfilled the alleged agreement to 
promote the interests of tho Prince Albert 
Colonization Company, in obtaining from 
the Government an Ordor-in-Council for a 
favorablo exchange, or any change, of part 
of their land, is wholly unfounded, and 
was not attompted to bo supported before 
your committee by a title of evidence. 

Aster much discussion as to the propriety

honorable and high minded writers—men 
whose motives and opinions are worthy of 
the highest respect—that to avoid all 
sible 
liament should not be allowed to hold stock 
in any company applying for Government 
assistance. inland or money. L do not 
doubt such a rule would be very desirable, 
Were it only practicable. In an old country 
like Britain, where the vast majority of the 
members are men possessed of large for- 
tunes, cither hereditary or acquired, where 
there are no railways claiming Government 
aid, no public domain to colonize, no public 
grazing lands to stock, and no public coal 
mines to excavate, such a rule can easily be 
enforced. But with us, in this new, un- 
developed country of ours, the only effect of 
such a rule would be to keep out of Parlia- 
ment every man of energy and vigor who 
was actively engaged in any of those great 
associated enterprises—such as railways, 
timber limits, cattle ranches—and which 
must necessarily require favorsfrom the Goy- 
ernment, or else such men would be com- 
pelled to evade the rule by transforring 
their shares to their wives or some near 
kinsman. In either case, the tem 
to corruption would be increased 
than diminished. If its enforcement suc- 
ceeds in keeping our active, speculative, 
pushingmen of business out of parlia- 
ment, their places would be taken by dull, 
unambitious persons of a much lower moral 
and mental type, who would supplement 
their sessional allowances by taking direct 
money bribes from companies seeking Par- 
liamentary aid—in short we should have 
the American lobby, by which bribery has 
been reduced to science, fully naturalized 
among us. Indeed the lobby, such as we 
find in many of the State Legislatures to- 
day, is largely the result of such rules as tho 
one suggested.”

THE O'DUNOHOE EPISODE. 


There was a lively episode in the Senate 
on Friday last, when Mr. John U'Donohoe, 
a member of that body, formally renounced 
his allegiance to the Conservative party, of 
which he has been, owing to certain circum- 
stances, a conspicious, if not highly honor- 
ed, adherent for some eight years past, 

Mr. O'Donohoe, according to the passion- 
ate harangue that he delivered in making 
his recantation, was a Grit,with “thorough 
faith in the principles and policy” of that 
highly moral aggregation. We may add, 
what that hon. gentleman rather signiti- 
cantly omits to mention, that he appears 
to have been originally, or to have become 
incourso of time, an office seeker. His 
modus operandi was to make it appear that 
the Irish Roman Catholics of Ontario were 
virtually proscribed from the public sor- 
vice, on account. of their nationality 
and religion; to arouse the feel- 
ings and prejudices of his — fellow 
countrymen and co-religionists on that cry, 
and to secure, by their powerful assistance, 
4 public position for at Jeast one of then— 
and that one himself. Having, after a 
good deal of hard work, worked upon the 
passions and prejudices of his large-hearted 
and susceptible compatriots, the place-hunt- 
or was largely iostrumental in inducing 
them to organize the Catholic Leaguo, in 
which he wormed himself into a prominent 
position. Then, with all the audacity of a 
professional middleman, which he had now 
become, he proceeded to make of the votes 
of his dupes a (marketable commodity for 
his own profit. They formulated certain 
demands for class representation, such as 
had never previously been heard of in Can- 
ada, and laid them before Mr, John 3. 
Macdonald and the Hon. George Brown, as 
the leaders of the Conseryative and Grit 
parties respectively, with a demand for a 
reply and an unmistakable intimation that 
the rue would give its support to the 
party whose answer should be deemed the 
mostsatisfactory. Mr. Macdonald in spite of 
the aiming of tho pistol at his head,resisted 
this attempt at dictation, his reply being to 
the effect that he would neither appaint to 
or exclude from the public service any man 
on account of his creed or nationality, Mr. 
Brown, although not nominally the leader 
of his party, being then out of public life, 
virtually acceded to most of the demands 
of the Leaguers, whose support, thus pur- 
chased, was at once transferred to the Grit 
party for value to be received in the good 
time coming, by O'Donohoe and others of 
that ilk. A large number of the most re- 
spectable men who had been induced to join 
the organization—including, if we remem- 
ber aright, the Hon. Frank Smith—acorn- 
ing the idea of thus being sold like beasts 
in the market, and haying had their eyes 
opened to the schemes of O'Donohoe & Co., 
repudiated the whole affair, and dropped 
out of the League, 

This was in 1871, and shortly afterwards 
Mr. O'Donohoe began to reap his roward. 
At the next general election for the Legis- 
lature he was given the Grit candidature 
for East Peterborough, but was ignomini- 
ously defeated by 299 majority, the Prot- 
estant Grits voting gonerally against him. 
This first practical experience of the otlice- 
secking middloman in his§bargain with the 
Grits must have been rather ominous, but 
in 1874 that party elected him to the Com- 
mons for East Toronto,, This fruition of 
his hopes proyed to be but but Dead Sea 
fruit after all, for the election was protest 
ed, andthe political aspirations of the 
O'Donohoo, so far ax the Grits wero con- 
corned, were buried under an adverse ma 
jority of 4 votes in tho election contost 
which succeeded, In ordor to placate Mr 
O'Donohoe ho was given a sop in the shape | 
ofa County Attornoyahip ; but that did 
not suit his ambition or his pocket, and so 
this soldior of fortuno 
bought.

THE WHITE BRONZE MONUMENTS 


Since the introduction of white bronze 
monuments in this section of the country 
thoy have created such a revolution in the 
monument trade that they have provoked

The Union soldiers 
called the bloody battle three days after 
South Mountain from tho little stream, An- 
tietam ; and tho southern troops named it 
after the village of Sharpsburg, Many in- 
stances might be given of this double nam- 
ing by the opposing forces.

inent of thom frankly admitted that he pro- 
forred a horizontal to a vertical death."

its or demerits, hus effectually abolished, 
and just at the moment when the country 
was beginning to realize the full measure 
of civil and religious equality accorded to 
it, and when denominatianal rancours were 
fast subsiding, it is proposed by commit- 
ting legislative and administrative author- 
ity toa Dublin Parliament, certain to be 
controlled by the National League, to re- 
establish a religious and class ascendancy 
in no degree less injurious to the best in- 
terests of Ireland than the inequalities so 
lately removed and whose pressure our peo- 
ple felt so keenly, The guarantees provid- 
ed for the rights and Privileges of minori- 
ties, both resident in Ulster and scattered 
throughout Ireland, are wholly illusory. 
Tho proposal to establish two orders in 
the House of Parliament is one that will 
result either in reducing islation to 
a deadlock or in intensifying @ friction 
between class interests. The abolition of 
the propertied order will therefore be 
immediately agitated for and during the 
atruggle the independence and public spirit 
of its members will be seriously comprom- 
ised. The subservience of the judges and

‘arliament will bring 
all who are not in sympathy with the Na 
tionalist feeling into distrustful and un- 
easy relations with the law. There is only 
one safeguard that can adequately protect 
the rights of minorities wherever situated 
in Ireland, and that is the maintenance of 
the present relationship of Ireland to Eng- 
land, involying the abiding presence of the 
moderating influence of British justice and 
British law. The Assembly acknowledges 
to the full that large sections of the Irish 
people have in the past suffered many and 
grievous wrongs, but is convinced there are 
no grievances removable by legislation 
which cannot be removed by the Imperial 
Parliament, It cordially appreciates the 
kind and generous spirit displayed of late 
years toward Ireland by the British 
people, and it is confident that 
Trish interests and welfare will be best sub- 
served by leaving them to the good will 
and good sense of the inhabitants of tho 
three kingdoms, and not by rashly handi. 
them over to a section numbering only 
one-tenth of the whole, for assuredly the

. Along the chief routes connecting the 
larger towns in the vast territory ruled by 
Russia, posts only fifteen to thirty miles 
apart are now maintained, where refresh- 
ments and relays of horses may be procur- 
ed, Travel has thus been so largely facil- 
itated that Dr. Lansdel!l was able at times 
to coyer over one hundred miles a day in 
his vehicle, All the Russian authorities 
were :natructed to-further his wishes. Mr. 
Stevens also has the promise that all  offi- 
cial obstacles would be removed from hig 
route, and in his northward journey 
through Bokhara, Samarkand, and Tash- 
kend into Siberia he will follow much of 
the road where Lansdell, late in 1822,made 
a compamtiyely rapid and comfortable 
journey. 

Arriving in Siberia, Mr. Steven's in- 
tends to follow tho post road east to Ir- 
kujsk, and hero is likely to meet the most 
serious problem of his great undertaking. 
It is his wish to travel southeast from Ir- 
kustk, cross the wild Gold desert, and 
reach Pekin. It will probably be practi- 
cable for him to cross the desert by joining 
one of the trade caravans that travel from 
Kiachta across Mongolia, though the jour- 
ney is so tedious that a Russian merchant 
and his wife, who followed. that; route to 
Foochow in 1881, preferred to cross two 
oceans, America and pee rather than 
retrace their steps. Mr, Stevens would, 
however, have to make a long journey in 
Northern China, and it is not quite certain 
that the people would give him and his 
strange machine a hospitable reception. 
Ifthe decides that the journey to Pekin 
is impracticable, he can still’ follow the 


Russian post roads along the Amoor valley 
to the Pacific Ocean. His wheel will have 
to carry him 6,000 miles oyer the crooked 
and sometimes very ditlicult route from 
‘Teheran before he is ablé to embark for 
Yokohama, His many well wishersa will 
earnestly hope that his health and his tire 
will hold out together for the long, hard 
pull across Central Asia.—Ex,

The Newspaper Plant, 


Ttseors that in certain faraway territories 
called New Mexico and Arizona, there are great 
tracts of desolate desert lands, where the’ very 
hills seem destitute of life and, besuty, and 
where the earth is shriveled from centuries of 
terrible heat, And in these Seas grows 
@ curious, mil pen, grotesque and twis' 
plant thee seems more hke a goblin tree than a 

one. 

Of all the trees in the world, you would im- 
aging this to be the moat outcast and worthless 
—so meagre a living does it obtain from the 
waste of sand and gravel in which it grows, 
And yet this goblin tree is now being sought 
alter and utilized in one of the world’s greatest 
industries—an industry that affects the daily 
needs of eit 

Those wise folk, the botanists, call our o Sapas 
fee by its odd Yndian name of the ' Yucca’ 
palm. 

This plant of the desert fora long time was 
considered valueless. But not long ago it was 
discovered that the fibre of thé Yucow could be 
made into an excellent paper. And now one of 
the great Englieh dailies, the London Telegraph, 
is printed upon paper made from this goblin 
tree, Indeed, the Telegraph has redahbed a 
large plantation in Arizona, merly for the pur- 
pose of cultivating this tree, and manufac’ 
ing paper from it, Se you seo, tho Yuoca is 
now a newspaper plant.—From ‘Jack-in-the 
Pulpit,’ St. Nicholas for May. 


Shakspere at School 


Though Shakepere's parents were illiterate, 
they know the value of » good education. The 
Free Granymar school had been refounded a few 

ears befors by Edward VI, And although 
here is no uctual record of his school days, we 
may talk itus certain that little Will shak- 
spere was sent to the Free School when about 
seven years old, as we know his brother Gilbert 
was, a little later, The old Grammar School 
still stands; and boys still leara their lessons 
in the self-same room with the high pitched 
roof aud oaken beams, where little Will Shak- 
spere studied his ' A,B,C,-book,’ and got his 
earliest notions of Latin, But during part of 
Shakepere’s school daya the schoolroomn was 
under repair; and boys and master— Walter 
Roche by name—migrated fora while to the 
Guild Chapel next door. And this was surely 
in the poet's mind when, in later years, he 
talked of a‘ pedant who keeps a school i’ the 
church," 

All boys learned their Latin then from two 
wellknown _books—the ‘Accidence’ and the 
‘Sententii® Pueriles.’ And that William was 
no exception to the rule we may see by transla-

Vegetable Clothing. 

About two hundred years avo the governor of 
the island of Jamaica, Sir Thomas Lynch, sent 
to King Charles 11, of Kngland a vegetable 
necktie, and very good uecktie it was, al- 
though it had grown on a treé and had not been 
altered since at was taken from the tree, 

Ajgentieman who witness d two natives 
manwiacturing pia lees thus describes it, A 
tree about twenty feet high and six inches in 
diameter, with » bark looking much hke that 
of a birch-tree, was cut down. Three strips of 
bark, each about six inches wide and eight feet 
long, were taken from the trunk and thrown 
into a stream of water, Then ech man took a 
strip while it was still in the water, and with 
the point of his knife separated a thin layer of 
the inner bark from one end of the strip. This 
layer was then taken in the fingers and gently 
pulled, whereupon it came away in an even 
sheet of the entire width and length of thestcip 
of black. Twelve sheets were thus taken from 
evch strip of b»rk, and thrown into the water. 

‘The men were not through yet, howeyer, for 
when each strip of bark had yielded its twelve 
sheets, each sheet was taken from the water and 
gradually stretched sidewise, The spectator 
could hardly believe his eyes. The sheet broad 
dened and broadened until from a close piece of 
material six inches wide, it became a filmy cloud 
of delicate lace, over three feet in width, The 
astonished gentleman was forced to confess that 
no humapjmade,loom over turned out lace which 
could sorpass in snowy whiteness and gossamer- 
like delicacy that product of nature.

Hundgeds of women in the United Statos 
and Canada are. constantly beguiled into 
disappointment and unpaid labor by spe- 
cious adyertisoments offering work to wo- 
mon which can be done at home. The 
prospect of earning $6,00 or $7,009 week, 
Fitheny Reins away to get the work is 20 
delightful that their plausible advertise- 
ments are constantly answered... And what 
are they? A friend sent the dollar, which 
represented the result of two or three 
weeoka' careful saving, to an ‘Art Com- 
pany,” and received in return a four inch 
square of thin black yelvet and a small 
flower printed on cardboard with direc- 
tions to copy it exactly. As no silks were 
enclosed and as none could be had in the 
village where she,lived, she saved up 26 
cents and sent for the silks to the Art 
Company, according to their printed direc- 
tion, The silks came, and in due time she 
forwarded the velyet, embroidered, and re, 
geived for answer, that.asit was not well 
done, no money could be paid. Itso hap- 
pened that it was beautifully worked : that 
made no difference. The company had got 
$1.25 out of the girl. The extent to which 
such devices are carried is shown by .the 
fact that ey such a company (consisting 
inthis case of one man), was suddenly 
obliged to disappear,and when his mail 
was opened it was found to contain nearly 
$800 in one dollar bills.

The misery that these advertisements of 
work to be done at home have caused, in- 
duced the ‘Women’s Educational and ln- 
dustrial Union,” of Boston, to caution all 
women,as far as it can through\newspapers 
and a circular, to beware of all ’promises of 
werk at home. The Boston daily papers, 
each in turn giying one week's insertion, 
publish a continuous notice of its purpose 
as follows: 

“The women’s Educational and Indus- 
trial Union, 74 Boylston street, Boston, 
Mass,, will gladly give information regard- 
ing circulars and Pea SS offering to 
women work at home. Mrs. A. M. Diaz, 
President. Address letters to our Employ- 
ment Department. 

The Adams Express Company at once de- 
clined to send packages of money or goods 
for firms or companies whom the Union 
states to be “unreliable.” Since this ad- 
vertisement on the part of the Women's 
Union 600,000 circulars have been sent by 
* unreliable” companies te women written 
in a personal or flattering manner; as that, 
‘your name has been confidentially given 
us,” eto,, or, ‘* Having heard of your abili- 
ty,” ete. 

It is the women in the distant villages 
and the lonely farms who thus get entrap- 
ped, and for whose sake the Union has 
undertaken this work. Already the letters 
come by the dozen each day, given the ex- 
periences of the women who have been al- 
ready deceived, or asking information of 
some company which promises work. Bo- 
ware of them all.

——_—— Silcox and Mowry, contractors for the 
Fire In Tharlow, Murray Canal, took out thousands of yards 
of stone for that great work, and this year 
they are again busily developing the quar- 
ries. They have opened a quarry on the La- 
Roche farm, about 300 yards from the Battle 
quarry, where they employ some 40 quarry- 
men and stonecutters constantly, and expect 
to take out this season 6,000 yards of stone, 
which is about the same amount that was 
shipped by them last year. The shipping 
is done by Measrs. Sutherland & Phippen, 

Messrs. M. & J. Battle, contractors for 
the Morrisburg Oanal, after examining the 
quarries carefully last year, began u-ing the 
stone for their works, and took out about 
6,000 yards, This year they have returned 
and are working a quarry upon the LaRoche 
farm with about forty hands They expect 
to take out about 4,000 yards this season, 
The bed they are working is about 3 feet 6 
inches in thickness, with 6 inches of strip- 
ping. Stones can be procured from this 
quarry measuring 10x8 ft. and nearly 4 ft. 
in thickness, if required, The shipping is 
being done by the Messrs. Phippen, id the 
steam barge Sa.con,

hardness and solidity, being in these re- 
spects far superiortothe Kingston stone, 
tis capable of a fine polish and is very 
durable.

The contention now made in America, to 
the effect that the treaty of 1818 should 
not have force to-day because it is old, isa 
very lame one. The Ten commandments 
might be objected to on the same grounds. 
Tho question is, rather is it just? At the 
time it was entered into, conceasions were 
made on both sides for mutual advantage, 
and the perpetuation of peace. It was a 
Compromise Treaty, cach sido relinquish- 
ing certain privileges or rights hitherto 
claimed and exercised in view of the ar- 
raugement then come to, But now the 
Americans say :—'*The treaty is old, obso- 
lete, contrary to public policy and should 
be hooted down.” At the same time 
they want to deprive Canada of its fishing 
rights settled once forall under that treaty, 
good care being taken not torelinquish any 
of the advantages which the Americans 
gained, territorial or otherwise, under the 
solemn arrangement, which for nearly 
seventy years has governed the relations of 
the two countries so far as the matters con- 
cerned are involved. On the questions of 
right, custom, usage, everything is in favor 
of Canada, notwithstanding Senator Frye's 
gasconading in the U.S, Senate, At the 
same time it may be a matter for enquiry, 
for discussion, whether it is worth while to 
insist upon the full letter of the law, and 
forbid the purchase of bait and ice to the 
American fishing craft in Canadian waters. 
Supposing that Canada were willing to re- 
linquish its rights in that particuler, 
what concessions would the Americans 
be willing to make? Would they con- 
tinue to tax Canadian* fish, and at tho 
same time insist that our people should 
sell bait and ice tothem? Perhaps Sena- 
tor Frye would like the U. S. Congress to 
passa law to compel the Canadians to 
catch bait and store ice for the benefit of 
the Yankee skipper. It is pretty much that 
which his present position points to. ‘The 
treaty of 1818 Jays down tho agreement 
most clearly, yiz.,that American fishing ves- 
wols shall nobcome within the threo mile 
limit except for shelter, for wood and for 
water, all other purposes being distinotly 
barred out. ‘*Ah, but,” says Senator 
Fryo, ‘‘we want bait and ice as woll.” 
The reply to this is that they gavo up all 
right to come in to purchase bait and ico 
under atroaty that has been in force dur- 
ing seventy years, and that though many 
other agreements have been comie to be- 
tween the two nations during that peroid, 
the fishery clauso of the 1818 treaty have 
always boon firmly maintained as binding. 
No doubt it would be far better for both if 
there wero a free interchange of the pro- 
ducts of tho earth and sca between the two 
countries, Canada has endeavored to bring 
such an arrangement about upon many 
occasions. But America will not listen to 
any such propositions, Now they want 
Canadian bait and ice wherewith to pursue 
th own fishory industry, while placing a 
heavy duty on Canadian fish, All that our 
poople ask for is a “‘aquare deal,” But the 
American Government is too confoundedly 
mean to grant it. They want all tho ice, 
all the bait, and all the fish for themaclves. 
Aw tho phrase goes, “They want tho 
earth,” and the water, too.

On the Home Rule Bill, 


Result of u Protracted Cabluet Councll. 


Lonpon, May 25.—The general opinion 
is that at to-day’s meeting the Cabinet re- 
solved on a dissolution of Parllament and 
an appeal to the country if the Government 
be defeated on the second reading of the 
Home Rule Bill. It is thought that Mr, 
Gladstone's visit to Windsor Castle this 
afternoon was made for the purpose of se- 
curing the Queen's consent to dissolution 
before the departure of the Court to-mor- 
row night for Balmoral Castle. = 

Mr. Morley was alone in continuing to 
oppose the elision of Clause 24 from the 

ome Rule Bill. . The Hartington section 
maintain their enmity to the Bill and will 
not attend the Liberal Conference.» The 
Ministers are confident that with the ac- 
cession of 35 Radival dissidents and doubt- 
fuls they will make a majority of 40, The 
Bill will be dropped after the second read- 
ing. Itis probable that Parliament will 
be dissolved in the Autumn. If the Glad- 
stone Government is returned, the winter 
session will be devoted exclusively to 
the discussion of the Home Rule Bill. The 
upshot of to-day's meeting of the Cabinet 
is virtually a move inthe direction of a con- 
cession to the disaffected Liberals. Several 
of the Ministers urged that clause 24 of the 
Home Rule Bill ‘be eliminated. After a 
long discussion it was decided to leave the 
matter in Mr, Gladstone’s hands, to deal 
With as he might think fit. His mind was 
apparently quickly made up, for early in 
the evening the’ Government whips were 
instructed to summon the rank and file of 
the Liberal party toa general meoting on

It would seam 
that the fish suitable for bait in ood fishing can 
only be had at this season of the year 
around the coasts of Nova Scotia, While’ the 
Canadian Government might very plousibly 
maintain that they objected to the sale of 
bait becauie it led to the violation of the 
police regulations protecting the fish within 
our simits, to refuse to permit fish to be sold to 
American vessels fishing on the open sea is a 
Wholly different matter, The Canadian Gov- 
ernment zighe adopt such a policy if it chose, 
but it would unquestionably be regarded as an 
unfriendly measure, and would lead to retalia- 
tion on the part of the Americans, especially 
with regard to goods being carried over the 
railways from one point inthe American Ter- 
ritories to another, #o that it isa question that 
requires to be fully considered, 

The people of Canada can but despise 
and reject with contempt such pusillanimous 
advico as that which Mr. Mills tenders 
them. They have received no privileges 
from the United States for which they have 
not had to pay full value, and in this mat- 
ter of the fisheries they will insist on a fair 
nd honorable arrangement with the United 
States or the enforcement of the treaty of 
1818, The Canadian fishermen are virtual- 
ly masters of the situation. By refusing to 
sell bait to the Yankees they can at onco 
force the question to an issue. It is not 
requiring too much of them to ask that they 
resolutely refuse, in their own interest, to 
sell bait te the foreigners who are trying to 

ruin their industry.

Railroad Curves are Useful. 


Why a train Cannot Travelon a Straight 
Line down Grade. 


*You may live till the yellow dog fades 
from history,’ said conductor the other 
night as the train hummed along, ‘but you 
will never see a straight railroad down a 
steep hill.” 

The curious passenger with the wart on 
his nose rolled up his eyes in astonishment. 
u dear fellow,’ he ho exclaimed, staring 
atthe conductor, ‘I do not understand 
what isto preventatrain from running 
straight down-hill.” 

‘Just this,’ continued the conductor ; 
‘curves are necessary on a very heavy grade, 

ngers are sometimes struck with the 
t number of curves on the road while 
it is up among the hills. They imagine the 
curves are merely necessary because the 
road winds around the hills, This is only 
partly true. If the railroad were to cross 
directly at heavy grades it would still be 
hecessary to have the curves, No train can 
goata high rate of speed down a heavy 
grade on a straight line with safety. The 
explanation issimple. The tendency of 
any heavy body like a train is to move ina 
straight line, and the attraction of gravita- 
tion is not sufficient to overcome the ten- 
dency to shoot off where great speed or 
mometum has been obtained. Hence,a train 
flying down a straight track on the hillside, 
instead of keeping the track would snoot off 
on a tangent into space, 

*Tho curve,’ continued the wise man in 
the blue uniform, ‘is one of the greatest 
safeguards in mountain ongineering. This 
is particularly noticeable in the case of a 
freight track. lt very frequently happens 
that an engine, drawing a heavy frelght 


Vialuy weamet atinl envuglh Ww the 
track, when going down a heavy grade, to 
control her speed. An engine going down 
hill is really more helpless than the same 
engine going up hill. That is, she can pull 
a greater weight up the hill than she can 
hold back in going down tho hill. It is a 
very common experience with engineers of 
freight engines to have their trains literal- 
ly push them down heavy grades at a high 
rate of speed.” In such instances every 
curve is so much salvation at the right 
time. The curve retards the speed and en- 
ables the wheels of the flying train to get a 
firmer ‘purchase’ on the track. ailroad- 
ing in the hills would be very dangerous 
wore it not for the curves sprinkled along 
at frequent intervals. 

‘On some railroads itis the custom to 
disconnect the lever from the driying rods 
when a pasenger train is descending a heavy 
grade that extends for many miles. Tho 
train is managed altogether by her air 
brakes. Every curve acts as a brake on 
the speed, and in this way the train can 
Swing slong hours without attaining a 
too reckless speed, with the aidof the air 
brakes.’

The Coal Fields of New South Wales, 


The coal beds of New South Wales are of 
enormous extent. The mineral has been 
traced for hundred of miles along the coast, 
and has been worked at various levels from 
450 feet below to 1,500 feet above the sea. 
The lower beds are geographically older 
than any that have been yet worked in Eng- 
land, and the quality of the coal which 
taken from those inferiorstrata is therefore 
unsurpassed, Not only so, but in certain 
districts immense seams of this mineral aro 
found in immodiate juxtaposition with an 
abundance of iron ores, limestone and fire- 
clay. Hence nature seems to have indicated 
New South Wales as the great manufactur- 
ing colony of the Australian group, Up to 
the present time, coal has has been ascer- 
tained to exist over an area of something 
like 26,000 square miles of country ; and it 
is almost everywhere within easy reach of 
water and railway communication. Now, 
when it is remembered that the coal-fields 
of Britain only cover one-twentieth part of 
the area of the country, or about 4,000 
miles, and that nevertheless the output of 
this mineral in the mother country is up- 
wards of 12,000,000 tons per annum, it 
would be difficult to overestimate the mag- 
nitude of the proportions to which the coal 
trade of New South Wales may be expected 
to grow hereafter.

more captions patrons, But of late a few 
of them—notably one on the extreme east 
side, a little off Grand street—have boldly 
put themselves forward as champions of 
the second-hand dinner, and announce 
themselves as such. What is more, there 
seems to have been no falling off in their 
custom, In fact, it has increased. And 
doubtless the philosophy that sends a man 
to a dealer in misfits or second-hand clovh- 
ing, with an expectation of finding raiment 
of superior texture and cut at very low 
rates, has lod the patrons of these restaur- 
ants to willingly expend a small sum for 
savoury viands, which they think but little 
discounted by having lain on some less 
hungry but more wealthy being’s dish.

Effecis of Salt in Water, 


Ib is well known that a salt dissolved in 
water raisos ics boiling point. A saturated 
solution of common salt bolls under atmos- 
phedic pressure of between 227° and £28" 

Shrenheit, inatead of 212° as fresh water 
would have done. It was now an open 
question what the temperature of the steam 
or vapor which comes off from the brine 
will be. Some authorities claim that be- 
ing in all respects like the steam from fresh 
water it will have the temperature of com- 
mon steam at the atmospheric pressure,i.e. 
212°, while others claim that the steam will 
be at the temperature of the boiling brine, 
and hence superheated or above the vem- 
perature due to its pressure, 

It is obvious that at the instant of form- 
ation the steam must be at the tempera- 
ture at which the solution boils. The 
increased cohesionjof the molecules of water 
due to the solution of salt, requires iore 
heating to separate them and the tempern- 
ture at which this cohesion is overcome, 
and they take the form of steam, is raised. 
Starting with the temperature of the solu- 
tion, 228", the bubbles of steam pass up 
through the hot brine, certainly losing none 
of their heat, for the brine is at their own 
temperature. and are freed at its surface. 
Now when these bubbles «f steam appear 
at the surface of the solution from £4 a5 
they are generated, and fill the steam 
space of the vessel in which it is contained 
as fresh steam of atmospheric pressure, 
what becomes of the extra heat which it 
contains? A portion of it will be rendered 
latent in the evaporation of entrained 
water in the steam,a portion will be radiated 
from the walls of the vessels, but the steam 
will show a temperature considerably above 
212 dogrees, i. ¢., it will be to a considerable 
degree superheated. 

A florence flask holding a litre was filled 
with a saturated solution of common salt, 
By the application of heat the temperature 
was raised to nearly 264°, when violent 
solution took place, and a thermometer 
whose bulb was immersed in the brine be- 
came stationary. The long neck of the 
flask was stopped by a cork having two 
holes, one forthe thermometer and the 
other of a size suflicient to allow the steam 
to escape freely. This neck and that por- 
tion of the flask above the water line were 
therefore full of steam at the pressure of 
the atmosphere, and by drawing the ther- 
mometer out of the brine and allowingit to 
remain in the steam the diminution or in- 
crease of temperature could be noted. In 
every instance in which this was done the 
temperature fell from nearly 228° in the 
brine to 221° in the ateam, no noticeable 
variation in the figure occurring with the 
change of position of the bulb in the neck 
between the lowest point which the water 
could not boil up upon it, and the highest 
position to which it could be raised in the 
neck.—Boston Journal of Commerce. 


The Secr t of a Great River, 

Descending from the Himalayan Moun- 
tains and flowing for nearly 1,000 miles 
along the southern border of Thibet, 1s the 
River Sanpo, which has been the subject 
of more geographical controversy than any 
other river in the world. Nobody has 
known whether this large river was the 
headwaters of the Brahmaputra and reach- 
ed the sea through India, or whether it fed 
the Irawady and flowed through Burmah. 
Most geographers have been disposed to 
identify it with the Brahmaputra, but as 
late as January last year Mr. Robert Gor- 
don, the leading authority on the hydrog- 
raphy of the Irawady, read a paper in Lon- 
don to show that the Sanpo must be tribu- 
tary to the Burmese river, 

In the southeast part of Thibet isa large 
region marked on some maps as ‘* The Coun- 
try of Robber and Wild Tribes.” These 
tribes have guarded the secret of the San- 
po. No explorer, white or Indian, has ever 
penetrated their country. The last to try 
it was the now famous Indian traveller, A 
—K, who had to turn back three years ago 
from the threshold of the dreaded Mishmi 
country. The Mishmis are still unvisited, 
but the secret of the Sanpo has been solved 
beyond all doubt. It is identical with the 
Dihong, the northern branch of the Brah- 
maputra, and is thus the head waters of 
that Indian river. 

Not far from the southernedge of Thibet 
a river coming from the east unites with 
the Dihong to form the Brahmaputra. 
Messrs, Neodham and Molesworth fifteen 
months ago followed this branch far east 
until their explorations joined those of A 
—K, proving that the river was identical 
with the Zayul Chu, whose upper course he 
had thoroughly explored. Tho Zayul Chu 
is therefore the eastern branch of the Brah- 
maputra, instead of an affluent of the lra- 
wady,as Mr. Gordon and Chinese geograph 
ors have believed. 

The Zayul Chu having now been asconded 
east and northeast for several hundred miles 
to ita sources, it is cortain that the Sanpo 
cannot join the Irawady unless it either 
burrows undor the Zayul Chu or takes # 
flying leap over it, [tis thus proved be- 
yond a doubt that the Sanpo is identical 
with the northern branch of tho Brah- 
maputra. Another goographical mystery 
has passed into the realms of ascertained 
fact. 

Tho exploror A—K is so called because 
the namos of tho travellors in the employ 
of the Indian Government are not publish: 
od until aftor they quit the service, A—K 
travolled in the guise of a morchant, and if 
his roal charactor became known in many 
regions north of India his usefulness as an 
oxploror would do destroyed 
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making them the most liberal policies in exiatenco.

The 
parade was good, and creditable alike to 
the men and officers. Rev'd Mr, McLean 
took his text from 1 Cor. xvi. 13; ‘‘ Watch 
ye, stand fastin the faith, quit you like 
men, be strong.” 

He said it was a mark of manliness to 
have convictions and to stand up to them. 
The association of men in bodies or organi- 
zations is apt to deaden a man’s sense of 
his individuality and the members lose 
sight of the vital pdint that they are strong 
as an organization pnlyin proportion as 
the individuals are strong and valiant in 
themselves. He said there are difficulties 
in the way of being an\ upright, manly 
man, for we ail know, that it is far easier to 
drift as the current carries us and lead a 
careless, thoughtless life. Life is not a 
garden vfjease, but a battle field where the 
valiant and true men alone shall win the 
crown, There are two elements which 
make a manly man. . Ono is submission, 
the other is faithfulness. An army given 
to insubordination is palsied and ineffective, 
A home in which submission is not taught 
is sapped in its foundations. A man is 
never free. Ii he would be physically 
strong he must submit to the laws of health; 
if mentally strong to mental culture ; 
uf commercially strong he must be frugal, 
prudent, thoughtful and assiduous, One 
of the worst elements in the country to- 
day is a feeling of unrest among those who 
are restrained. True manliness has as its 
foundation submission and courage, and is 
a powerful influence for good. Thousands 
of men, he sald, are going to ruln who have 
not the courage to say ‘‘no.” There are 
met whoin I know, he said, who were left 
od farms, well stocked, and afair bank 
account who are to-day hostlers at third 
rate liotels at the read pido.

The young warrior would not be touched, 
He was left alono at last, but a 
party who visited him the next day 
found him dead, and under him was the 
regiment's flag. Ho refused nid forfoar he 
would be moved. He preferred death ra- 
thor thaa have his country’s flag fall into 
the hands of the onemy. There are obli 
gations resting upon each of us as citizens 
and soldiers. Weare to uphold the laws 
of our country and protect our firesides, 
Tho duty of the grand army of Jesus Christ 
was to koop faithful to the trust committed 
to thom, and keep separate from all that 
was ovil, and also provent others from fall- 
ing into ovil ways.
